ALLOCATION OF RAILWAY PROP­ 
ER TIES IN U. S. AMONG 19 
MAJOR SYSTEMS 
New York, Dec. 20.—(U.R)—In a copy­ 
righted article from Washington Dow, 
Jones A Company stated today that 
the interstate commerce commission 
has completed a railroad consolidation 
plan with publication expected in a 
few days. 
According to the Dow Jones article, 
the main features of the consolidation 
program are: 
"Allocation

properties 
among 19 major systems, exclusive of 
the Canadian-controlled Soo Line and 
Grand Trunk and Vermont 
Central, 
which will be treated 
as 
separate 
units, making 21 systems allocated. 
“Definite assignment of short line 
railroads to respective systems. 
“General treatment of the terminal 
situation as necessarily arises In pro­ 
viding for joint use of terminal facili­ 
ties in large and congested metropolis' 
tan areas.” 
The Dow Jones dispatch states thai 
the five major eastern trunk lines will 
be the Pennsylvania, New York -Cen­ 
tral, Baltimore and Ohio, Chesapeake 
and Ohio and the Wabasha. In New 
England, the New Haven and Boston 
and Maine, in the 
south, 
Southern 
Railway, Atlantic Coast Line and Il­ 
linois Central. 
Other systems will be grouped about 
the following railroads; St. Paul, At­ 
chison, Burlington, Missouri 
Pacific, 
Rock Island, Southern Pacific, Union 
Pacific and Northwestern. 
In the west, the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific will be consolidated 
as a single system with the Burling­ 
ton excluded. 
In the eastern grouping the Balti­ 
more and Ohio is expected to get the 
Philadelphia and Reading, Central of 
New Jersey, Buffalo, Rochester and 
Pittsburgh and an Interest In the De­ 
troit, Toledo and Ironton.

Parkinci Buses on Trunk Highways 


A f t e r the council has worked valiantly to declare trunk high­ 
ways in certain areas of Brainerd “through Streets” in order to 
facilitate traffic and to avoid accidents, we find the bus company 
putting in a plea to the city council for permission to establish a 
bus station at 304 South Sixth street with 60 feet of parking 
space extending south from Laurel street on the west side of 
Sixth street. 
This is near Brainerd^ busiest street intersection, carrying 
local traffic of all kinds and outside traffic from Trunk Roads 2, 
19, 27 and IS. At great expense the city rounded the corners at 
this point, establishing rounded curbs and replacing corner 
walks, moving sewer catch basins to new points. 
With the city showing its willingness in concrete form to 
facilitate traffic at this point, the council is now asked to permit 
a bus station and parking space to hinge on to such a busy place.;
